Weight is the most important 
single thing to know about the baby. 
Its general state of health is better 
Judged by that than by anything 
else. 
Of course when an acute condi­ 
tion arises, such as diarrhea or oth­ 
er forms of indigestion, or fever or 
convulsions, these symptoms tem­ 
porarily become of paramount im­ 
portance. But even so, when the 
acute condition is all over the final 
weight of the baby is the measure 
of the amount of damage the acute 
sickness has done. 
In general, a healthy baby is one 
that is steadily gaining weight. 
In general, an adequate infant 
diet is one on which the baby is 
gaining weight. 
Dr. W McKim Marriott is one of 
the most brilliant of American chil­ 
dren specialists. I am greatly in­ 
debted to his recent clearly written 
book on “Infant Nutrition." 
“The chief cause of failure in in­ 
fant feeding.” according to Dr. Mar­ 
riott, “is lack of sufficient food of 
good nutritive value."

Boys are usually slightly heavier 
than girls.

It is by all odds the life span of 
the most rapid increase in weight 
and growth. At no later period in 
life of equal duration does the 
weight increase so rapidly. 
The food must, therefore, contain 
a larger amount of the elements of 
growth than at any later period. 
Not only that, but the rate ai 
which a baby's nutrition is carried 
on is much higher than an adult’s. 
At rest a baby’s energy exchange is 
twice as high per pound of bod.v 
weights as an adult's But a baby 
is py no means always at rest. Vig­ 
orous crying will temporarily in­ 
crease the rate of energy exchange 
over IOO per cent. 
So in calculating tor a baby’s diet 
requirements we m ust allow for not 
only nutritional needs at rest, but 
growth, and for the more rapid 
energy exchange of infancy. 
We must also allow for increased 
food, or unassimilated food. The 
whole circulation amounts for the 
infant to nearly four times as many 
calories in its food per pound a? 
the adult requires.
